FIRED UPON IN THE SAME MANNER, 
the ball entering .at the shoulder, passing 
through the body and coming out on the 
other side. The nnfortunate man fell from 
his horse and instantly expired. Manning was 
then singled ouj and three shots fired at him, 
all taking effect, and any one of which wonld 
have proved fatal. His horse gaye one or two 
bounds, throwing the rider to the ground, 
where he was found celd in death. Both men 
leave wives and several little children in an 
almost destitute condition. They were of the 
highest standing in the community 
and so far as known had not an enemy in the 
world.

ARMOUR’S BIG ROAST.

The Great Chicago Pork House Dest royed by 
Fire. 

Cuaicaco, June 26.—Farly this morning one 
of the employes of the Chicago Packing and 
Provision company discovered a fire in the 
tank room. Ina few minutes one of the tanks 
exploded, scattering burning lard over the ad- 
jacent buildings, and a dozen separate fires 
were soon burning. Tbe destruction of the 
immense establishment was nearly complete. 
Though the fire was under control this even- 
ing, fourteen anda half hours after it started, 
the embers are still smoldering. The loss is 
$1,250,000. : 

The Chicago Packing and Provision com- 
penn’ works occupy about six acres of ground, 
mut the fire swept within the district beanded 
by the Fortieth street, Centre avenue, 
second street and the railroad 
This territory contained four large 
buildings. The main  ,bnilding was 
three hundred by four hundred and seventy-five 
fect. In it a_ portion of the killing 
was done, and the hanging, cutting 
packing, curing and other work incidental to 
a slaughtering establishment, except the 
curing roomin which were ninejeen million 
pounds of short ribs. The main building and 
its contens are a total loss. The*®curing room, 
100 by 150 feet and four stories high, lost its 
roof, but the stone fire walls saved its contents, 
a portion of them in a roasted condition. On 
the east side of the main building was a ware- 
house 120 by 400 feet, with four stories and a 
basement. The two upper doors at the south 
end were used for killing purposes. In the 
warehouse were 17,060 barrels of mess pork 
belonging; to Armoru & Co. The building 
and much of the pork was 
wholly destroyed. About three thousand 
live hogs were in the building when the fire 
started, but the company’s employes succeeded 
in getting most of them out. Between 600 and 
700 hogs were burned alive in the building. 
Back of the main building were the fertilizing

factory, 100 feet square, and the engine house, 


i) by 65 feet. Both structures were burned 
completely. 

The fact that the wind was not blowing when 
the fire started, was probably the only cireum- 
stance that saved the entire stock yards from 
destruction. No person seems to know the 
origin of the fire. Several saw the blaze sim- 
ultaneously as it went through the roof of the 
tank house. The flames began to rapidly eat 
their way directly across the “main 
building. Though the fire department was 
quickly at the scene, the fire had gaineda 
volume that no amount of water conld reduce. 
Huge sweeping circles of flames were whirling 
ee with a roar that could be heard for a 
block. Twenty engines and every reserve in 
the yards were soon brought into play. All 
the efforts of the firemen and hundreds of stock 
yard employes were bent toward keeping the 
confiagration contined to the works of the 
company. It was at this juncture, while one 
little squad of firemen were standing in the 
freight car playing on the burning tank room, 
the tank exploded. A heavy beam crashed 
through the car, smashing Pipeman Baker’s 
ankle and knocking Elliott unconscious. Soon 
aiterwards the walls of the warehouse tum- 
bled to the ground, disclosing a great heap of 
mess pork. P. D. Armour immediately set a 
hundred men to work removing the meat. 
Charred barrels of it were rolled out and carted 
away. A little army tramped over huge 
piles of loose pork = and — earried 
chunks of it out on the railroad 
tracks, where it was thrownin heaps. Two- 
wheeled carts and big, four-wheeled trucks 
were loaded from these heaps like garbage 
wagons from the gutter. Mr. Armour watch- 
ed the mass of pork and cinders being cleared 
away, While his manager stood on an elevation 
of mess pork and superintended the works. 
In this carcasses of hogs were roasted whole. 
Charred bodies in a shapeless mass of cinders 
were mingled with piles of brick, backengd 
beams and incinerated barrels. # fter the 
flames had consumed most of the woodwork of 
the building the fire made iis way in great 
mounds of burning meat. Smoke, thick with 
the fumes of tons of roasting pork, rolled over 
the stock pens and drove into the eyes of the 
firemen. Falling walls filled the air with 
particles of brick dust, blinding and suffoca- 
ting the men. They were at times compelled 
to leave their hose and plunge their heads into 
buckets of water. Then they sat in turns 
with handkerchiefs dipped in water on their 
swoilen eye lids, or bathed their cheeks with 
dirty water. 

Perhaps the most exciting scene of the day 
was presented when the men who were at- 
tempting to drive through the covered run- 
ways, the live hogsin the upper stories were 
forced by the flames to desist. selow were 
scores of workmen rolling out barrels of pork. 
Down on the crowd peli mell leaped dozens of 
affrighted animals from the windows 
or sprang through the open hatchways. Men- 
who had braned the flames fied from the fall- 
ing hogs, and at a distance watched for a 
glimpse of the squealing brutes that, crazed 
with pain, were rushing madly about in their 
tall prison oftice. About 200 barrels of pork 
was saved before the hogs commenced jump- 
ing. During the afternoon the firemen gave 
their attention to saving the short ribs in the 
curing room, while a number were inside the 
builftiing. One of tbe division walls fell, se- 
verély injuring James Cafer, Thomas Mur- 
phy, W ’, Hite, Captain . Nichols and 
Thomas Elliott. 

Mr. Armour yalued his 1,700 barrels of pork 
at $36,000. He said that with the salvage and 
insurance he would come out even, but was 
unable to give the amounts of insurance. The 
plant of the Chicago Packing and_ Provision 
company was valued at $500,000 and the stock 
at 3700,000. A large portion of the stock in 
store belonged to other parties, and the loss 
will be sustained by them. About half of the 
Chicago Packing and Provision company’s 
2.000 employes will be thrown out of work. 
Fireman Michael Murphy died tonight.

Lonpon, June 26.—-A fire broke ont in a ten- 
ement house off Oxford street, London, this 
morning, and the flames spread so rapidly that 
several of the inmates were unable to make 
their escape. Several frightful scenes were 
witnessed by cnormous crowds of people that 
had been to the spot. One 
youth jumped from the top story 
to. 6«€6the”§636 ground, and  =~was instantly 
killed. His mother followed him. In her de- 
scent she struck upon the railings in front of 
the house, and rebounded on the heads of the 
crowd. She was conveyed to the hospital. 
Another woman appeared at the window, 
holding a child in her arms.

Georgetown, who has investigated the matter 
at the request of General Greely, chief of the 
weather service. A 

DENSE MASS OF BLACKGUM TREES 
surrounds the lake on all sides. It is well 
known that the leaves of this tree are strongly 
impregnated with tannic acid. It has also 
been ascertained that the bottom of the lake 
contains a slight deposit of iron. The poison- 
ing of the water, therefore, is thus explained. 
The hail storm bruised and filled the lake with 
the leaves and small branches of the tree. 
The tannic acid emanating from which min- 
gled with the iron and formed tannate 
of iron, causing the water to turn black as ink 
and bitter as quinine, and poisoning the fishes 
by thousands. Some of the people living in 
that neighborhood believe that the condition of 
the lake is due to 

A JUDGMENT FROM GOD. 

This lake is in reality a God send for many a 
poor family near by. They get fish from it the 
year around, and if it is not replenished soon, 
it will bea judgment to them sure enough. 
One species of the fish inhabiting this lake 
survived the singular disaster, and that was 
the mud fish, which buried itself in the mud 
at the bottom, and thus escaped the effects of 
the poison. The stench arising from the mass 
of dead and rotten fish is described as fearful. 

THE THOUSANDS OF BUZZARDS 
taking their departure in the evening for their 
roosting places, after a day’s feast, are describ- 
ed as making a noise similar to that of an ap- 
proaching cyclone. On each end of Dawho 
lake, about half a mile distant, is asmall lake, 
in which numbers of fish also abound, and but 
which, upon examination, show no signs of the 
hailstorm which swept over Dawho. This 
confirms the belief that the direct cause of the 
disaster to the fish is due to the hailstorm.

A CHANGE OF FEELING 


Comes Over the Members of District As- 
sembly 49.

The cause of the trouble was a split in 
The Class, a secret organization which was 
built upon the ruins of the home club, which 
was destroyed by the disclosures of John 
Morrison. Quinn and Dunne were both mem- 
bers of The Class, but the latter was _ practic- 
ally expelled a few weeks ago for refusing to 
obey without question certain orders of Quinn. 
For this he was deposed and made the fight 
which resulted in The Class being knocked 
out. In the next executive board which will 
control No. 49 in the future George W. Dunne, 
James P. Archibald, Michael H. Holloran 
and James Raleigh, all strong anti-home club 
men, are the leading spirits. It is said that 
this action may lead fo a reversal of the action 
of the Richmond general assembly in making 
the terms of office of the general ofticers two 
years instead of one, and consequently to the 
retirement of Powderly and Litchman.

THE CROP BULLETIN. 


The Record of Weather for the Past 
Week. 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—The crop builetin 
for the week ending June 25, is as follows: 

Temperature—During the week the weather 
has been slightly cooler than the average for 
the week in all the agricultural districts east 
of the Rocky mountains, while it has been 
warmer than usual on the Pacific coast. In 
the states of the u Mississippi and Mis- 
souri valleys, and the upper lake region, the 
daily average temperature ranged from three 
to se¥en degrees below normal, while on the 
Atlantic coast south of New England, and in 
the cotton and tobacco regions, the tempera- 
ture differed but slightly from normal. In 
northern California, Oregon and Washington 
territory, the average daily excess of tempera- 
ture for the week ranged from four to ten de- 
grees. 

The access of temperature for the season, 
from January 1to June 25, amounting to a 
daily average of from one to two degrees, con- 
tinues over the cotton region, the central 
Mississippi valley, and thence westward to 
the Rocky mountains, while in all the other 
agricultural districts, except at isolated sta- 
tions, the average daily temperature for the 
— differs less than one degree from nor- 
mal. 

Rainfall—During the week the rainfall has 
been in excess in all the states on the Alantic 
coast along the immediate east Gulf coast, and 
in western Missouri and eastern Kansas, the 
heaviest. rainfalls occurring along 
the middle Atlantic eoast. In 
the Mississippi, Ohio and Missouri 
valleys there was less rain than usual, the de- 
ficieney amounting to about an inch of states 
of the “ape panes valley. A long seasonal de- 
ficiency of rainfall; exceeding ten inches, con- 
tinues over the cotton region, and a seasonal 
deficiency exceeding five inches exists in IIli- 
nois, Wisconsin and Iowa. 
sections the rainfall for the season differs 
slightly from normal. 

General remarks: The weather during the 
week has been generally favorable for the 
principal crop. Raininthe south Atlantic 
states doubtless has improved the condition of 
the staple crops in that region. More rain is 
needed in the cotton region, and the indica- 
tions this morning are that rain will occur in 
the lower Mississippi and Ohio valleys by Mon- 
day afternoon.. The weather has been favora- 
ble for harvesting in the wheat regions, there 
having been an excess of sunshine and very 
little rain. 

In the corn region, the weather has been gen- 
erally favorable, although in some localities 
more rain is needed. The cool weather the 
past week must have slightly retarded the 
growth of the corn crop. 

New England, where haying is now in pro- 
gress, the conditions have been especially fa- 
vorable to the hay crop. All the crops in this 
section and middle Atlantic states have been 
improved by the rains, although in the south- 
ern portions of New England and New York 
there has been less than the usual amount of 
sunshine, attended with cool weather. 


THE FARMERS’ REVIEW. 


No Change in the Condition of the Ripening 
Crops. 

CurcaGco, June 26.—The Farmers’ Review 
this week will say: Although nochange has 
taken place in the condition of the ripe and fast 
ripening winter wheat crop since our report of 
last week, it is gratifying to note that no ma- 
terial damage is being done to the crop by rust. 
Harvesting operations are progressing rapidly, 
and the weather is everywhere favorable for 
the work. The growing crops are in need of 
rain in Illinois and the western siates. The 
hay crop is very light.

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| TALMAGE’S SERMON. 


Preached Yesterday in Brook- 
lyn Tabernacle. 


FAITH IN THE GOSPEL NEEDED.

Christians Must Rally and Crush the Mon- 
sters of Intemperance, Fraud and Un- 
cleanness --Personal Consecration.

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BROOKLYN, June 26.—{Special.J—Many of 
the families belonging to the church of which 
the Rev. T. DeWit Talmage, D. D., is pastor, 
have gone to the country for the summer, but 
still the great throngs of people thatfor eigh- 
teen years have been seen in and around 
Brooklyn Tabernacle on Sabbath days, are 
found there. It is estimated that about three 
hundred thousand stranges have visited this 
church during the last year. The hymn sung 
this morning was: 

“ Salvation, O, the joyful sound! 
Tis pleasant to our ¢ars; 
A sovereign balm for every wound, 
A cordial for our fears.” 

Dr. Talmage’s text was: ‘“‘ He was a mighty 
hunter before the Lord.’’—Genesis: x.9. He 
Said: 

In our day, hunting is 4 sport; but in the 
lands and the times invested with wild beasts, 
it was a matter of life or death withthe people. It 
was very different from going out on a sunshiny 
afternoon with a patent breach-loader, to shoot 
reed-birds on the fiats, when Pollux aud 
Achilles and Diomedes went out to ciear the 
land of lions and tigers and bears. My text 
sets forth Nimrod asa hero when it presents 
him with broad shoulders and shaggy apparel 
and sun-browned face, and arm bunched with 
muscle—‘‘a mighty hunter before the Lord.” 
I think he used the bow and the arrow, with 
great success practicing archery. 

I have thought if it is such a grand thing 
and such a brave thing to clear wild beasts out 
of a country, if it is not a better and braver 
thing to hunt down and destroy those great 
evils of society that are stalking the land with 
fierce eye and bloody paw, and sharp tusk and 
quick spring.. I have wondered if there is not 
such a thing as gospel hunting, by which those 
who have been flying from the truth may be 
captured for God and heaven. The Lord Jesus 
in His sermon used the art of angling for an 
illustration when he said: ‘I will make you 
fishers of men.’’ And.so I think I have au- 
thority for using hunting as an illustration of 
gospel truth; and I pray God that there may 
be many a man in this congregation who shall 
begin to study gospel archery, of whom it 
may, after awhile, be said: ‘‘He wasa mighty 
hunter before the Lord.” 

How much awkward Christian work there is 
done in the world! How many good people 
there are who dtive souls away from Christ in- 
stead of bringing them to Him! religious 
blunderers who upset more than they right. 
Their gun has a crooked barrel, and ‘kicks as it 
goes off. They are like a clumsy comrade who 
goes along with skillful hunters; at the very 
moment he ought to be most quiet, he iscrack- 
ing an alder or falling over a log and frighten- 
ing away the game. How few Christian people 
hove ovor “tho toneon ef - which I read at 
TNS Vertiintrs ~f-tho caovsrina les that the Tard 
Jesus Christ at the well went from talking 
about a cup of water to the most practical re- 
ligious truths, which won the woman’s soul for 
God! Jesus in the wilderness was breaking 
bread to the people. I think it was good bread; 
it was very light bread, and the yeast had done 
its work thoroughly. ‘Christ, after he had bro- 
ken the bread, said to the people: ‘‘ Beware of 
the yeast, or of the leayen, of the Pharisees!”’ 
So natural a transition it was; and how easily 
they all understood Him! Byt how few Chris- 
tian people who understand how to fasten the 
truths of God and religion to the souls of men! 

Truman Osborne, one of the evangelists who 
went through this country some years ago, had 
a wonderful art inthe right direction. He came 
to my father’s house one day,-and while we 
were all seated in the room, hesaid: “Mr. Tal- 
mage,are all your children Christians ?’’ Father 
said: ‘Yes, all but DeWitt.” Then Truman 
Osborne looked down into the fire-place, and 
began to tell a story of a storm that came on 
the mountains and all the sheep were in the 
fold: but there was one lamb outside that per- 
ished in the storm. Had he looked me in the 
eye, [ should have been angered when he told 
me that story; but he looked into the fireplace, 
and it was so pathetically and beautifully done 
that I never found any peace untill was sure 
I was inside the fold, where the other sheep 
are. 

The archers of old times studied their art. 
They were very precise in the matter. The old 
books gave special directions asto how the 
archer should go, and as to what an archer 
should do. He must stand erect and firm, his 
left foot a little in advance of his right foot. 
With his left hand he must take hold of the 
bow in the middle, andthen with the three 
fingers and the thumb of his right hand he 
should lay hold of the arrow and affix it to the 
string—so precise was the direction given. But 
how clumsy we are about religious work! How 
little skill and care we execise! How often our 
arrows miss the mark! O, that we might learn 
the art of doing good and become “mighty 
hunters bofore the Lord!”’ 

In the first place, if you want to be effectual 
in doing good, you must be very sure of your 
weapon. There was something very fascinating 
about the archery of olden times. Perhaps you 
do not know what they could do with the 
bow and arrow. Why the chief battles 
battles fought by the English Plantagenets were 
with the long bow. They would take the arrow 
of pelished wood, and featherit with the 
_— of a bird, and then it would fly from the 

9w-string of plaited silk. The broad fields of 
Agincourt, and Solway Moss, and Neville’s 
Cross, heard the loud thrum of the archer’s 
bow-string. 

Now, my Christian friends, we have a might- 
ier weapon than. that. It is the arrow of 
the gospel; it is a sharp arrow; it is a 
straight arrow; it is feathered from the winz of 
the dove of God’s Spirit; it flies from a bow 
made out of the wood of the cross. As far as 1 
can estimate or calculate, it has brought dewn 
four hundred million souls. Paul knew how 
to bring the notch of that arrow on to that 
bow-string, and its whirl was heard through 
the Corinthian theatres, and through the court- 
room, until the knees of Felix knocked togeth- 
er. It was that arrow that stuck in Luther’s 
heart when he cried out: “‘O, my sins! O,m 
sins!’’ If it strike a man in the head, it kills 
his skepticism ; if it strike him in the heel, it 
will turn his step; if it strike him in the heart, 
he throws up his hands, as did one of old when 
wounded in the battle, crying: “O, Galilean, 
thou hast conquered.” 

In the armory of the earl of Pembroke there 
are old corslets which show that the arrow of 
the English used to go through the breastplate, 
through the hedy of the wurricor and ont

Tell me where there is one 
man who has rejected that gospel for another, 
who is thoroughly satisfied, and helped, and 
contented in his skepticism, and I will take 
the car tomorrow and ride five hundred miles. 
to see him. The full power of the gospel has 
not yet been touched. As a 5 


man throws up his hand and catches 


_the ball flying through the air, just so easil 


will this gospel after a while catch this roun 
world flying from its orbit and bring it back te 
the heart of Christ. Give it full swing, and it 
will pardon every sin, heal every wound, cure 
every trouble, emancipate every slave, and 
ransom every nation. Ye Christian men and 
women who go out this afternoon to do Chris- 
tian work, as you go into the Sunday-schools. 
and the lay preaching stations and the peni- 
tentiaries, and the asylums, I want you to feel 
that you bear in your hand a weapon, compar 
ed with which the lightning has no speed, and 
the avalanches have no heft, and the thunder- 
bolts of heaven have no power; it is the arrow 
of the omnipotent gospel. Take careful aim. 
Pull the arrow clear back until the head strikes 
bow. Then let it flYY And may the 
slain of the Lord be many. 

Again, if you want to Se skillful in spiritual 
hunting. you must hunt in unfrequented and 
secluded places: Why does the hunter go 
three or four days in the Pennsylvania forests 
or over Raquette lake into the wilds of the 
Adirondacks! Itis the only way todo. The 
deer are shy, and one “‘bang’’ of the gun clears 
the forest. From the California stage you see, - 
as you go over the plains, here and there,a 
coyote trotting along, almost within range of the 
gun—sometimes quite within range of it. No 
one cares for that; it is worthless. The good 
game is hidden and _ secluded. Eve 
hunter knows that. So, many of the sou 
that will be of most worth for Christ, and of 
most value to the church, are secluded. They 
do not come in your way. You will have te 
go where they are. Yonder they are down in 
that cellar, yonder they are up in that garret. 
Far away from the door of any share, the 
gospel arrow has not been pointed at them. 
The tract distributor and the city missionary 
sometimes just catch a glimpse of them, as a 
hunter through the trees gets @ momentary 
sight of a partridge or roebuck. The trouble 
is we are waiting forthe game to come to us. 
We are not good hunters. We-are standing 
in Schermerhorn street, expecting that the 
timid antelope will cvoinc up and eat 
out of our hand. We are expect- 
ing that the prairie-fowl will light 
on our church people. Itis not their habit. 
If the church should wait ten millions of years 
for the world to come in and be saved, it will 
waitin vain. The world will not come. What 
the church wants now is to lift their feet from 
damask ottomans, and put them in the. stir- 
rups. Wewant a pulpit on wheels. The 
church wants not so much cushions as it 
wants saddle-bags and arrows. We have got 
to put aside the gown and the kid gloves, and 
put on the hunting shirt. We have been fish- 
ing so long in the brooks that run under the 
shadow of the church thatthe fish know us, 
and they avoid the hook, and csca 
as soon as we come to the ban 
while yonder fis Upper Saranac an 
Big Tupper’s lake, where the first swing of 
the gospel net would break it for the multi- 
tude of the fishes. There is outside work to be 
done. What is that I seéin the backwoods? 


they have wet feet, orif they have nothing 
but a pine branch for a pillow, or for_ the 
northeast storm? If a moose in the darkness 
steps into the lake to drink, they hear it right 
away. If alooncry in the midnight, they 
hear it. Soin the service of God we have 
exposed work. We have got to camp out 
and rough it. We are putting all our 
care on the seventy thousand people of Brook- 
lyn,8who, they say, come to church. What are 
we doing for the seven hundred thousand that 
do not come? Have they no souls? Are they 
sinless that they need no pardon? Are there 
no dead in their houses that they need nocome- 
fort? Are they cut off from God, to go into 
eternity—no wing to bear them, no light to 
cheer them, no welcome to greet them? I 
hear today surging up from the lower depths 
of Brooklyn a groan that comes through our 
Christian assemblages and through our Chris- 
tian churehes; and it blots out all this 
scene from my eyes today, as by the 
mists of a great Niagara, for the 
dash, and the plunge of these great torrents of 
life dropping down into the fathomless and 
thundering abyss of suffering and woe. I some- 
times think that just as God blotted out the 
church of Thyatyra and Corinth and Laodicea, 
because of their sloth and stolidity, he will 
blot out American and English Christianity, 
and raise on the ruins a stalwart, wide-awake, 
missionary church, that can take the full mean- 
ing of that command: ‘Go into all the world, 
and preach the Gospel to every creature. He 
that believeth and is baptized shall be saved, 
and he that believeth not shall be dammed.”’ 

I remark, farther, if you want to succeed in 
gospel hunting you must have courage. Ifthe 
Lanter stand with trembling hand or shouides 
that flinches with fear, instead of his taking 
the catamount, the catamonnt takes him. 
What would become of the Greenlander if 
when out hunting for the bear, he should stand 
shivering with terror onan iceberg? What 
would have become of Du Chaillu and Living- 
stone in the African thicket, with a faint heart 
and a weak knee? When 2 panther comes 
within twenty paces of you, and it has its eye 
on you, andithas squatted for the fearful 
spring, ‘‘Steady there.”’ 

Courage, O ye spiritual hunters! There are 
great monsters of iniquity prowling all around 
about the community. Shall we not in the 
strength of God go forth and combat them? 
We not only need more heart, but more back- 
bone. What is.the church of God that it should 
fear to lookin the eye any transgressor? There 
is the Bengal tiger of drunkenness that 

rowls around, and instead of attacking it, 
10w many of us hide under the church pew or 
the communion table? There is so much in- 
vested in it we are afraid to assault it: millions 
of dollars in barrels, in vats, in spigots, 
in corkserews, in gin placer 
with marble floors and Italian-top 
tables and chased ica<oo ers, and in the 
strychnine, and the logwood, and the tartaric 
acid. and the nux vomica, that go to make 
up the “pure” American drinks. T looked 
with wondering eyes at the ‘‘Heidelburg tan.”’ 
It is the great liquor vat of Germany, which is 
said to hold eight hundred hogsheads of wine, 
and only three times in a hundred years has it 
been filled. But, as I stood and iwked at it, 
Isaid to myself: “That is nothing—eight 
hundred hogsheads. Why, eur American vat 
million five hufidred thons- 
of stron drinks, and 
three rundred thon: 
sand men with nothing to do but to see that it 
is filled.”” Oh, to attack this great monster of 
intemperance, and the kindred monsters of 
fraud and uncleanness, requires you to rally 
all your Christian courage. hrough the 
press, through the pulpit, through the plat- 
form, you must assault it. Would to God that 
all our American Christians would band to- 
ether, not for crack-brained fanaticism, but 
for holy Christian reform. I think it was in 
1793 that there went out from Lucknow, India, 
under the sovereign, the greatest hun 
varty that was ever projec 
There were ten thousand armed men in 
that hunting party.

THE FARM AND QUESTION BOX. 


When Should Crops be Laid By?7—To Prevent 
Onions from Kotting—How to Make 
a Cow Let Her Milk Down. 


The above question confronts the farmer at 
present, anda number of inquiries about it 
have reached us recently. No inflexible rule 
can be laid down. Here, as in most farming 
matters, one must take all surrounding circum 
stances into consideration and exercise sound 
discretion and judgment. First, as to corn: 
By the time the plant is in full silk and tassel 
it has attained to its full growth. All that re- 
mains for it to do after that is to form its ear. 
This is done chiefly with material already elab- 
orated and distributed through its stalk and 
leaves; partly, but in smaller degree, from new 
material from without. Up to the time then 
the grain begins to harden, the plant is gather- 
ing material from soil and air. Its relations to 
these should not, therefore, be disturbed. Its 
leaves should not be stripped and its roots 
should not be cut. Judiciovs plowing enables 
it to get materials from the soil more readily; 
injudicious plowing wil! greatly interfere with 
its work in this respect. Moreover, its leaves 
are then quite liable to be broken off, as well 
as whole stalks. It becomes a choice, then, 
between two evils: mutilating the plant above 
ground and cutting its. roots on the one hand, 
and having the surface compacted and 
erusted, and therefore unfavorable to food 
forming and root action, on the other. With 
these general facts before us, let us look at 
surrounding conditions. 

If the soil is filled with humus, is soft and 
friable, is clean and not disposed to bake and 
crust, it is obvious that a crop may be laid by 
earlier than when opposite conditions prevail. 
Such soil will not need the late plowing, and 
root cutting and ventilation of plant is 
avoided. Again, if land is rich and moist, 
corn grows rapidly and does its work im a 
shorter time than on poor dry soil. If laid 
by therefore in the ‘“‘bunch”’ it will mature its 
ear before there is much need of another work- 
ing. You hear a farmer say, ‘‘I had to lay by 
that corn with two workings, it grew so fast I 
could not plow it again.’’ On poor soil, desti- 
tiute of humus and liable to get hard and bake, 
the conditions are entirely different. The corn 
does its work slowly. Its roots donot find food 
at évery turn. The effect of one plowing does 
not last long; another is soon needed; it can- 
not be laid by early to advantage. 

If the soil could be plowed only an inch 
deep—strictly speaking—and this could 
be done without breaking down leaves and 
stalks, and it would be well to continue plow- 
ing corn up to the time the grain is in the 
dough state. But the conditions we have laid 
down are almost practically impossible. It is 
hard to gauge plows to run just that depth, 
and if one succeed in doing it, as soon as his 
back is turned, deeper the plow goes down 
into the ground. A shallow-running plow is 
harder to hold steady—the negro wants to be 
relieved from the labor of holding it to its 
place—and he likes to see a plow throw a plen- 
ty of dirt—that is his beau ideal of good plow- 
ing. 

We conclude, therefore, it is safer to lay by 
corn rather early—on rich land, when in 
“bunch’’—on poor land, not later than when 
tasseling. If the roots are cut when the corn 
gets old, new roots are not formed, readily; 
growth in every direction is about ceasing.

Subscriber, Altoona, Fla.: Can you give some 
method to preyent onions from rotting after beimg 
gathered aud housed? ° 

Pull up when tops shrivel up. Let the bulbs 
Jay on ground, not touching each other, for 
about a week. Then cut off tops and spread 
on slatted shelves in a dry room, affording free 
ventilation both above and below the onions. 
Do not have layers more than three or four 
inches thick on a shelf. 


A. G., Eustus, Orange county, Fla.; I am grow- 
ing cabbage and beets for market, my landis moist 
hammock land. Ihave used 1,000 pounds of. cot- 
ton seed meal, 600 pounds of Armour’s blood and 
bone, 500 pounds of sulphate of poiash and 500 
pounds of salt per acre. As kainet contains both 
salt and potash, would it be better and cheaper to 
use if in place of the above mentioned potash as 
salt? -Ifhow much would be necéssary? Is my 
formula a good one, if not please inform wherein it 
is deficient. 

Not prepared to comment very satisfactorily 
on your fertilizer from ignorance of the compo- 
sition of the ‘‘blood and bone.’’ Infer from 
the source of it, that blood predominates and 
that it isa nitrogenous rather than a phos- 
phatic manure. If so the addition of finely 
ground bone would be an improvement. Say 
500 pounds. Sulphate of potash is a very 
variable substance as found in the markets 
and is the dearest form on sale, except as 
found in kainit. It is probable you might sub- 
stitute kainit for the sylphate to advantage. 
Would not apply more than 500 pounds per 
acre—though as much as 900 pounds have been 
put on an acre.

G. W. L., Louisville, Ala.: I have a fine young 
horse, the frog of his feet rot out once a year. 
Please give me a remedy. 

Keep floor of stall clean and dry, and keep 
bottom of foot painted frequently with tar to 
which afew drops of carbolic acid has been 
added. 


A. T. R., Garden, Ala.: I have a mare, five years 
old this spring, that about five or six weeks ago be- 
came weak in her hips, giving way at every steq. 
She also became very thinin flesh. I had to quit 
working herand turn herouton the grass. wo 
weeks ago she lost her colt,twhich seemed to have 
been caused by her disease. She seems to be im- 
proving very slowly. The leaders in her hind legs 
seem to draw 80 tight sometimes that her foot will 
drag on the ground, her leg being straight; when it 
gives way you can hear it pop. and she jerks it u 
as if string-halted; lt does that only in starting off. 
Please tell me what is the matter with her and what 
to do for her. 

The trouble is probably some disturbance in 
the posterior part of the spinal cord, with de- 
rangément of nerve power in the hind legs, 
and possibly complicated with rhenmatism. 
When the muscles which straighten the hind 
leg are weakened from any cause, the liga- 
ments or sinews in front of the hock joint will 
bend the leg up with a sudden jerk as in 
stringhalt. Feed on oats and let the animal 
run on pasture. Give one grain of strychnine 
daily for some weeks and watch effect. 


C. A. W., Brownwood, Ga: Please tell me how to 
make a cow let her milk down. 

. Tokeep the milk from constantly dripping 
out of the udder, there isa muscle around the 
tube in each teat, which is ordinarily con- 
tracted and closes the tube. When maternal 
tenderness toward the calf is developed, either 
by sight of the calf or by its sucking, this mus- 
cle relaxés and allows the milk to flow ont. 
If the cow is irritated or worried, the general 
mervous excitement causes this muscle to con-

and in geod humor. Many milkers do this by 
giving her palatable food whilst milking. 
Some skillful milkmaids singsoot hing,pleasant 
songs as they milk. The next most important 
thing is the proper handling of the teat. It 
will be remembered that a calf when 
beginning to suck, bumps up the 
udder, and repeats the same when 
the flow of milk slackens towards the end. A 
good milker will imitate the example by ma- 
nipulating the bag before beginning to milk— 
moving the teats about and hunching the bag 
alittle. After this has been done a little 
while, the milk will begin to flow, as will be 
seen from the filling and strutting out of the 
teats. As soon as this occurs the milking 
should begin and proceed as rapidly as possi- 
ble. Much depends on how the milking is 
done. The teat should be squeezed rather 
than stripped. Stripping irritates the muscle 
spoken of above, causes it to contract and 
stops the flow of milk. The calf never “strips” 
until the last, when the bag is about empty. 
The milking should be done rapidly and, if 
possible, with both hands. The cow wearies 
of long working at, her udder becomes irrita- 
ted, the teat muscle contracts, and the cow is 
said to “hold up” her milk. 


Subscriber, Walden, Ga.: /Will the topping of cot- 
ton make it yield more? At what age would it be 
best to top it? 

Topping cotton some times increases the 
yield and some times it doesnot. Much de- 
pends upon the seasons and the condition of 
the crop. If very rainy about the time and 
just after it is dane, no good results. So if the 
cotton is very Sappy and growing rapidly top- 
ping does little good. But ifthe weather is 
neither wet nor dry, and thecrop is growing 
moderately, topping will arrest growth and di- 
vert the energies of the plant into fruiting.

R. J. P., Cordell, Ala.: 1 have a horse nine years 
old, which is weak eyed. He has what is comnmon- 
ly called “hooks.” Please advise me what to do. Is 
it advisable to have his eyes cut for hooks? 

Hooks is the pushing out from the corner of 
the eye of a thirdlid. This lid is naturally 
present in the eyes of all horses, but becomes 
more observable when the eye is irritated or 
inflamed. There is no use in cutting it out— 
remove the inflammation and the hooks will 
subside. You mighttry the following lotion 
applicd once a day: 15 grains of.sulphate of 
zinc and a fourth of a drachm of extract of 
belladonna, dissolved in three ounces of water. 


Oakway, S.C... W. T. B.: Please let me know at 
whatage to castrate a colt to make a fully develop- 
ed horse out of him, 

No fixed age can be prescribed. Much depends 
on individual pecularities. If a colt is well 
developed in front, with good neck and should’ 
ers he may be castrated earlier one than that is 
defective at those points. One that is defective 
in front, should be allowed to run asa stallion 
till those parts become well formed. Again a 
colt of spirit and courage will bear castration 
earlier than one deficient in these qualities. 
As a general rule colts may be castrated when 
about two years old. 


W., Bethany Miss; Will you please to give usa 
recipe for keeping weevils and other vermin from 
molesting ‘‘cribbed’’ corn. 

Vermin isa very general term, as ordinariy 
used. If you intend it to inelude rats—put 
your crib on posts three feet high and capped 
on top with tin or sheet iron pans two feet 
across and turned upside down. Have no 
trees or buildings near enough to the crib for 
rats to jump from themto the crib. Let noth- 
ing be leaned up against the crib--have no 
steps but a moveable Jadder to get up on, and 
remove it when leaving the crib. To keep out 
Insects; pamMt floors and walls With coal tar in 
midsummer and again before gathcring corn, 
allowing a sufticient time for the tar to dry be- 
fore the corn is cribbed. After the corn is 
cribbed, the walls above the corn and ceiling 
or roof may again be painted with tar. If the 
crib is a very close, tight one—putting pieces 
of cotton soaked in bisulphate of carbon in it 
will effectually destroy any insects. But this 
is a very explosive substance, and no fire or 
light must be taken about the crib until it is 
evaporated and gone. Always put corn up in 
shuck. 


H. M. &., Shawboro, N. C.: Is it any benefit to 
land, to sow peas in corn at the last plowing 
(“‘hilling” ? 

Tt will do thé land as much good as sowing 
peas on it at any other time will. The point 
of doubt is, whether injury to the corn is not 
more than an offset for the good to the land. 
We think it is not, and should always advise 
sowing peas when laying by corn, provided 
the farmer has home-raised sad and will not 
have to spend too much money to get seed. 


J. P. R., Olive Branch, Miss.: Please give receipt 
for killing, or otherwise getting rid of moles? They 
are ruining my garden. 

Set spike dead falls over their ‘“‘runs,”’ let- 
ting the trigger down into the run, and care- 
fully filling it up with dirt again, to exclude 
light from the “run.’’ 


W. B. P., Lucy, Ga.: I find on examination that 
my cotton crop is covered with lice, and that a thin 
crust covers the land nnder the plant, of a Scotch 
snuff color. Please give the causes of the same, 

It is quite common for cotton to be troubled 
with lice in cold, dry springs. Lice may be 
present at other times, but when the plant 
grows rapidly their injury is less apparent and 
is often overlooked. The brown stuff on the 
ground may be the cast-off skins, or the re- 
mains of dead lice that have fallen from the 
plants. In a recent number of THe Consti- 
TUTION Wwe expressed doubt as to the practica- 
bility of destroying] these lice on a cotton crop 
in an economical manner. They can be de- 
stroyed by a kerosene emulsion, but,the diffi- 
culties and labor of applying it will be consid- 
erable. 


J. W. R., Courtney, Texas:—I have a pea patch 

planted on a rich piece of land. Recently we hare 
had considerable rain. The pea yines seem to grow 
right well, but the leaves and vines are a pale yel- 
low. They are not of that deep green color that 
would indicate the land suited them. ‘The land is 
black hammock, well drained and will make from 
25 to 40 bushels of corn and two-thirds of a bale of 
cotton per acre without fertilizers. Soil twelve to 
fifteen inches deep, underlaid by a pale yellow clay 
subsoil. Last year I had a sweet potato patch 
planted on a piece of black sandy land, the first 
time the land had been in sweet potatoes for many 
years. I made a good crop this year. I planted tha 
same Jand again. On one end of the rows extend. 
ing balf way the patch the potatoes have died ont; 
refuse to grow at all. On the ends of the rows 
where the vines are alive they look as well as I ever 
saw, alla deep green and growing right along. If 
you can, from this account, tell me what is deficient 
in the soil please do so. I wiil say I have frequent- 
ly seen peas turn yellow on jands during very dry 
years. 
Cannot form a very definite conclusion about 
the needs of your soil, but infer a deficiency of 
either potash or phosphoric acid. You might 
apply ashes toa part of the peas, scattering it 
along on each side of the drill at the rate of 
ten bushels per acre. Rain will carry 1t down 
into the soil, not enough perhaps to produce #s 
full effects on this crop, but sufficiently to 
show whether it is beneficial or not. Acid 
phosphate at the rate of 150 pounds per acre 
might be triedin same manner on another 
part of the field.

A North Carolina correspondent of the 
New York Evening Post bitterly complains 
shat the term ‘‘progressive,’’ as applied to 
che south, is a misnomer. 

While this growler admits that the south 
has made gratifying strides in education 
and manufacturing, he claims that our ag- 
ricultural system is ‘‘shabby.”’ In fact, he 
says, southern agriculture is so backward 
shat it keeps business all the time depressed. 


Among the evils enumerated are the one _ 


crop system, chattel mortgages, commercial 
fertilizers, lazy negroes and the credit 
system. In conclusion he says: 

I honestly belicve that there are agricultural com- 
munities at the south that are in a worse condition 
than they were at the close of the war. And their 
rondition is not the fault of the soil, for that every- 
where at the south will yield a generous return; it 
is not the fault of our climate, forit is everywhere 
geniai; itis not the faultof our government, for 
ibis is good and economical. The whole trouble is 
with our miserable agricultural system, and our 
farmers’ shiftiessness, and until we set about to 
x medy these evils, until then will the term ‘“"pro- 
gressive” be a misnomer, and until then will the 
south fail to come up to the mark of her high call- 
ing. 
It is not to be denied that the wonderful 
development of certain material interests 
within the past few years- has created the 
impression that southern agriculture 1s at a 
standstill, if not retrogading, but nothing 
could be further from the truth. Taking 
7880 as our starting point, the following 
summary presents our manufacturing pro- 
gress up to the first of the present year:

The New York Journal of Commerce 
thinks that the south is too much occupied 
with promising crops, mines, new foundries 
and factories -and real estate speculations to 
eare for sentimental questions.

Our contemporary, however, is not ex- 
actly satisfied with the western outlook.

New states are being rapidly carved out 
of western territorics,“and before many years they 
will equal, if they do ‘not outnumber, the states 
which may properly be classified as northern and 
southern. It may be expected that these western 
states, at no distant time, will be able to choose a 
majority of the electoral college. From that day 
forth, if united, they will own or control presidents 
as well as congresses. 

If in the future the brains, wealth and 
population of the great west make that sec- 
tion the eontrolling power in the govern- 
ment the east will simply have to grin and 
bear it. 

But there is a more hopeful view. With 
the increase of population will come a 
broadening commerce, muitiplyimg indus- 
tries, better and cheaper transportation 
facilities, new demands on the part of con- 
sumers and greateractivity on the part of 
producers. The intimate and complicated 
relations brought about by a crowded popu- 
ation will make communities fhore than 
ever dependent upon each other, and the 
common good of all will become the su- 
preme interest, thrusting purely sectional 
rivalries and ambitions out of sight, West- 
ern men may largely sreponderate in our

Facts About Fires. 

The number of destructive fires during 
the present month has been unusually large. 

Statistics concerning a period of ten years 
show that December is the worst month for 
fires, and March ranks next. June is the 
safest month, having comparatively few 
fires, with light losses. Georgia in the last 
ten years has lost more property by fire in 
January than in any other month. | 

As the ratio of incendiarism is forty-two 
per centin the south, and forty-eight per 
cent in Georgia, taking the average for the 
past four years, some facts concerning in- 
cendiarism will be of interest. February 
always shows fewer criminal fires than Jan- 
uary, but April has more than March, and 
May more than April. June is an off 
month, and July is not very busy, but in 
August and September the incendiary wakes 
up. In October and November he puts in 
good work, and slackens a little in Decem- 
ber, 

It is pretty well settled that the insurance 
money is not the principal motive for incen- 
diarism. Most incendiary fires may be 
charged to private enmity, business rivalry, 
mischief, malice, jealousy, religious intoler- 
ation, labor troubles, etc. 

Last year there were 15,222 fires in the 
United States, resulting in the destruction 
of $104,924,750 worth of property. With 
our unusual proportion of summer fires this 
season, it is to be feared that the-losses of 
the present year will exceed those of 1886.

The Virginia Bond Case. 


Eprrors.ConsTiTuTIonN: Please give me a 
summary of the history of the Virginia ae _ 


The most of the state debt of Virginia was in- 
curred in the years preceding the war, and with in- 
crued interest it amounted, in 1866, to $41,222,361. 
The unpaid interest during the reconstruction 
period raised the sum total in 1871 to nearly $48,000,- 
000. It was claimed that one-third of this belonged 
to West Virginia, as the debt was incurred while 
that state was part of the old dominion. Of the 
remaining two-thirds, a large portion was refunded 
under the direction of the Virgiriia legislature, the 
coupons of the new bonds being made receivable 
for state taxes. The.next vear the legislature pro- 
hibited the receipt of ihe coupons for taxas, bu t the 
a >t was set aside as unconstitutional by the courts. 
The bondholders, however, were alarmed, anda 
compromise was made, by which the unpaid inter- 
est was to be refunded at fifty cents on the dollar, 
and the state debt again refunded in forty-year 
bonds at a graduated rate of interest—3 per cent for 
the first ten years, 4 for the next twenty years, and 
5 for|the final ten years; bonds not to be taxed, and 
interest coupons to be received for taxes. This ar- 
rangement was accepted by the state, and virtually 
ratified by the legislature. Previous to this action 
of the democratic party, under the leadership of 
Genéral Mahone, had deciared in favor of read- 
justing the debt according to their vicw 
of what the state ought to pay without 
consiilting the bondholders. These re 
adjusters, as they were called, formed a new party, 
and by a coalition with the republicans, obtained 
control of the legislature. This was in 1879; in 1830 
the state legislature passed a bill—known as the 
Riddleberger bill, because introduced by Mr. Rid- 
dleberger, now United States senator—which repu- 
diated all the interest on the publie debt which 
“accrued during the war and ‘the period of recon- 
struction.”” This reduced Virginia’s two-thirds 
from nearly thirty-three millions to about twenty 
millions. Thissum the readjusters proposed to re- 
fund in taxable three-per-cent bonds. Inter- 
est coupons were not to be _ received for 
taxcs,. and the bondholders were to 
get | their money—if they could—from 
any surplus in the treasury not otherwise appropri- 
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r ated, In 1884, however, the legislation forbidding 


the receipt of interest coupons for taxes was set 
aside by the United States court, and deciared un- 
constitutional because compelling a breach of con- 
tract, The readjusters lost their control of the state 
government in 1885, but their principles had ob- 
tained such a hold on the people that an adjustment 
of the bond question seems as far off as ever. The 
most of the state bonds are held'by capitalists in the 
north andin England. Negotiations are uow in 
progress between a commission of the legislature 
and representatives of the bondholders, but these 
have not yet been able to agree upor a basis for 
settlement. 
The Divorce Laws of Georgia. 

EpITORS CONSTITUTION—I was glad to see the 
reference in your editorial columns to the 
divorce system of this state, and hope that the at- 
tention of the public generally will be directed to 
the present condition of our divorce laws, and the 
loose praetices under them. I had occasion to be in 
the superior court room on Thursday while the di- 
vorce trials were in progress, and was amazed and 
shocked to see the extent to which the law favors 
and facilitates divorce. Auwong the causes for 
which dissolution of the marriage tie is granted, 
are desertion, habitual drunkenness and crucl 
treatment. Of these, cruel treatment seems to be 
the favorite, and as the treatment need not go so 
far as actual violence, but_may consist in words 
calculated to cruelly wound the feelings and _ren- 
der life unpleasant, it is easily ores especially as 
the plaintiff is allowed to testify in her own behalf, 
and is generally the only witness. The usual course 
of procedure is as follows; ‘The plaintiff commen- 
cei suit by filing a complaint setting out the grounds 

on which a divorce is asked, and notice thereof is 
served on the defendant. The defendant makes no 
answer, but, so far as he is concerned, lets the case 
go by default. In the twenty cases decided on 
Thursday there were only one in which even an 
appearance had been entered by the defendant. 

The case is called for trial, and the attorney 4

plaintiffto the witnessstand, The plaintiff goes on 

the stand with the knowledge that there will be no 
cross examination, and no witnesses called in re- 
buttal, and sois perfectly safe in swearing to what- 
ever is necessary to prove the case. In only two out 
of the twenty cases was any other witness called 
than the plaintiff, and the jury were expected to 
at once grant a total diyorce on the unsupported 
evidence. _ 

The plaintiffs testimony given, the jury, without 
leaving the box, give a verdict granting a total di- 
vorce and the foreman signs the certificate thereof, 
which the attorney, knowing he can surely count 
on the result, has prepared beforehand. 

_ In several eases the plaintiff did not even appear 
in person, but the evidence consisted of the plain- 
tifl’s written answer to interrogatives prepared b 
theirown attorney. The trial takes from ten to fif- 
teen minutes. No doubtin many of the cases the 
plaintiff is justly entitled to be freed from her 
onds, but it is obvious to any one that such a sys- 
tem practically invites fraud and collusion, and 
grants divorce to all applicants. Two people who 
are tired of each other, or have quarreled 
have only to agree that the wife shall bring suit 
and the husband offer no defense; on trialthe wife 
swears to just so much cruelty or drunkenness as 
will satisfy a sympathizing jury, and they are then 
both free to marry again. That society has any 
rights in the matter is utterly ignored. Itis surely 
time that those. of our people who believe that the 
marriage tie should be something more than a tem- 
porary bond to be dissolved at the pleasure of the 
parties, should bestir themselves and call fora 
change in our laws. Asan immediate measure,-I 
suggest that the next legislature be asked to enact 
that hereafter no divoree shall be granted on the 
testimony of the plaintiff unless supported by other 
evidence. H. R. C.

There is noman in England so feasted as the 
village pastor. Histall and yet rotund body and 
his broad red face might easily be mistaken for the 
outward manof a sturdy farmer, and he likes his 
pipe and glass. He dines every Sunday, and at least 
once a week besides, at the house of one of his 
stoutest upholders. It is said that at such a dinner, 
after a large plateful of black currant pudding, find- 
ing there was still some juice left, he lifted the plate 
to his mouth and carefully licked it all round; the 
hostess hastened to offer a spoon, but he declined; 
thinking that was much the best way to gather up 
the essence of the fruit. Sosimple were his man- 
ners, he needed no spoon; and, indeed, if we look 
back, the Apostles managed without forks and put 
their fingers in the dish. Afterdinner the cognac 
bottle is produced and the pastor fills his tumbler 
half full of spirits and but lightly dashes it with 
water. It is cognac and not brandy, for your chapel 
minister thinks it an affront if anything more 
common than the best French liquor is put before 
him; he likes it strong, and withit his long clay 
pipe. Very frequently another minister, sometimes 
two or three, come in at the same time, and take 
the same dinner, and afterward form a genial 
circle with cognac and tobacco, when the room 
speedily becomes full of smoke and the bottle of 
brandy soon disappears. In these family parties 
there is not the least approach to over-conviviality, 
it is merely the custom, no one thinks auything of 
a glass and a pipe; itis perfectly innocent; it is not 
a local thing, but common and understood. The 
consumption of brandy and tobaeco and the goed 
things of dinner, tea and supper (forthe party gen- 
erally sit out the three meals), must in a month cost 
the host a good deal of money, but all things are 
cheerfully borne for the good ofthe church. Never 
were men feasted with such honest good will as 
these pastors; and ifa budding Paul or Silas hap- 
pens to come along who has scarce yet passed his 
ordination, the youthful divine may stay a week if 
he likes and lick the platter clean.

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Napoleon After Waterloo.

Whether any course was open to Napoleon 
after the disaster of Watcrloo, other than that 
which he adopted, a second abdication is certainly 
very doubtful. Had he taken the precaution to dis- 
solve the chambers before setting out on the cam’ 
paign, he probably could have rallied the nation 
and protracted the struggle. But the chambers 
were unfriendly, any parliamentary body is naiu- 
rally unfriendly to a military despotism, and, at 
that juncture, nothing less than a military despot- 
ism could possibly have saved France from the ca- 
lamity of the restoration of the Bourbons by for- 
eign bayonets. Hence, unless Napoleon should ex- 
ecute a new coup d'etat, there was nothing for him 
but abdication. 

Gn the 15th of July, 1815, Napoleon surrendered 
himself on board the British man-of-war Bellero- 
phon. Of his appearance and bodily condition 
during the two months of his stay on this vessel, 
we have an interesting account in the narrative of 
Captain Maitland, who commanded the ship. 
Maitland deseribes him as‘‘a remarkably strong, 
well-built man, about five feet seven inches high, 
his limbs particularly well-formed, with a fine 
ankle and very small foot, of which he seemed 
rather vain, as he always wore, while on board the 
ship, silk stockings and shoes. His hands were also 
very small, and had the plumpness of a woman’s 
rather than the robustness of a man’s. His eyer 
light gray, teeth good, and when he smiled the ex- 
pression of his countenanee was highly pleasing; 
when under the influence of disappointment, how- 
ever, it assumed a dark, gloomy cast. His hair was 
of a very dark brown, nearly approaching black, 
and though a little thin on the top and front had 
not a gray hair among it. His complexion was a 
very uncommon one, being of a light, sallow color, 
differing from any other 1 ever met with. From his 
having become corpulent, he had lost munch of his 
personal actinity; and, if we are to give credit. to 
those who attended him, a very considerable portion 
of his mental energy wasalso gone. It is certain 
his habits were very lethargic while he was on 
board the Bellerophon; for, though he went to bed 
at 8 or 9 o’elock in the evening, and did not rise un- 
til about the same hour in the morning, he fre- 
quently fell asleep on the sofa in the cabin in the 
course of the day. His general appearance was 
that of a man rather older than he was.”

To be Elected for Black Schools 
in Atlanta Hereafter.

MRS. ECHOLS ELECTED PRINCIPAL 


Of Cathoun Street School—The Longest Scs- 
sion Ever Held by the Board of 
Education—Other News.

United States Senator Joseph E. Brown, in 
his character as president of the board of edu- 
cation of Atlanta, by his casting vote, has de- 
cided that hereafter colored teachers only 
shall be employed in colored schools. 

This question has been growing -in import- 
ance for several months. All the colored 
schools in Atlanta save one—Summerhill 
school—had been previously ofticered by col- 
ored teachers. Summer Hill school was offi- 
cered by white teachers.. As a difference of 
opinion was known to existin the board, the 
committee on teachers referred back the 
whole question tothe full board two weeks 
ago. Mr. Hoke Smith, in order to bring up 
the issue direct, moved that colored teachers 
be employed. This was amended by Mr. P. J. 
Moran, toread that ifa sufficient number of 
colored teachers educated in lo- 
cal institutions could be pro- 


cured that they shonld have the preference. | 


Upon a vote this resolution’was tabled, Messrs. 
Smith, Moran and Hemphill, only voting 
against the motion to table. President Brown 
announced that he would have yoted for the 
original resolution. 

Upon_the question reaching this stage public 
opinion began to form rapidly in favor of the 
resolution. Mr. R. J. Lowry was the first 
member of the opposition to come over. Prom- 
inent colored men announced themelves in 
favor of the full separation of the races. The 
preachers joinedin the movement. The col- 
ored patrons of Summer Hill school sent to the 
board a numerously signed petition, of which 
the following is a copy: 

ATLANTA, Ga., June, 1887.—To the Honorable 
Board of Education—Greeting: We, the undersigned 
resident citizens of Sonth Atlanta, respectfully peti 
tion your honorable body in behalf of the Summer 
Hill school. We are the patrons of this school. We 
therefore deem it just and pd that the teachers 
elected to teach in this school should be in full accord 
with the patrons of it. We, therefore, individuaily 
and severally, petition your honorable body to give 
us colored teachers forthe Summer Hill school at 
the approaching eleciion. Trusting that the same 
will merit your most favorable consideration, we 
shall ever be gratefully yours, 


THE QUESTION COMES UP. 

When the board of education met on Satur- 
day evening at 5:30 o’clock, they found await- 
ing them a large delegation, composed of the 
leading negroes of the city. They were 
headed by Elder Gaines and Rev. M. Carter. 
Elder Gaines, on behalf of the delegation, an- 
nounced that their presence was for the pur- 
pose of urging the employment of colored 
teachers in the colored schools. Not that he 
did not appreciate the work of the white la- 
dies who had taught in these schools, but he 
thought that colored peopie should have an 
opportunity of bearing their own responsi- 
bilities. There wasatime when the whites 
were not as faradyanced as now, but they 
worked up. Allow the negro the same chance 
among his own people. Georgia, ‘‘which state 
I love, and whose people I love,’”’ has decreed 
that the races should be separate. Then let 
the negro have such chance for advancement 
as is to be found in his own race. 

Rev. Mr. Carter followed, by saying that the 
negrocs had proven themselves faithful to the 
white race in times past; had cared for their 
women, nursed their children and watched 
their houses. ‘‘We are faithful still,” he said, 
“we only want colored teachers for our chil- 
dren, so that thcre may be some emulation 
among our people.”’ 

When the committee had retired, Mr. Hoke 
Smith moved to take up from the table the 
resolution offered by Mr. Moran at the pre- 
Views meeting. 

THE ISSUE JOINED. 

Mr. Moran stated that events had progressed 
to such an extent that a somewhat different 
resolution was now needed. He, therefore, 
oficred the following: : 

Whereas, the colored people of Atlanta, rezpond- 
ing to the feeling of the whites that the racesshould 
be kept separate, and in furtherance of that policy, 
ask that none but colored teachers’ be employed in 
the schools set apart for colored children, therefore 
wi caoleed, That this board accept the request as in 
the interest of sound public policy, and will bence- 
forth elect none but colored teachers for colored 
schools. 

Mr. Moran supported the proposition to 
elect colored teachers for several reasons. 
First, the request came from the parents of the 
children to be taught. The board should res- 
pect the wishes of parents in all schools, both 
white and biack. It should not assume to be 
the master of the people, but should ascertain 
public sentiment and comply with it. It has 
been said that the negroes received more than 
the amount of taxes they paid in the mere ed- 
ueéation of their children, and it would be un- 
just to give them more in the salaries paid to 
colored teachers. This argument is two 
edged—it cuts the poor white man as well as 
the negro, and therefore should not be enter- 
tained. Wealth demands that for its protec- 
tion the poor man should make himself food 
for powder when violence is threatened. 
Therefore, it was as little as wealth could do 
to contribute liberally to the education of that 
poor man’s children in time of peace. Then 
public policy in this section demanded 
the separation of the _ races. Justice 
required that that separation should carry 
with it to the negroes such avenues of ad- 
yancement as were open in their own race. 

Mr. Beatie spoke strongly against the grant- 
ing of colored teachers. He did not believe 
the best elements among the colored people 
wanted them. 

Mayor Cooper took issue with Mr. Beatie, 
His observation led him to the conclusion that 
colored people who opposed. colored teachers 
were few and far between. 

Mr. R. J. Lowry announced that he had 
been inquiring around and was now convinced 
that the time had come to give the negroes 
colored teachers. 


Mr. Glenn offered an amendment that ag , 


the white teachers of Summer Hill school had 
not been on notice of dismissal, that the elec- 
tion of colored teachers should be of effect in 
1888, after which date itshould be the policy 
of the board to elect colored teachers. 

Mr. Hoke Smith earnestly supported Mr. 
Moran’s resolution. Hé said thag even 
the opposition, through Mr. Glenn, 
admitted the policy of the move- 
ment, and only asked for delay. The only 
ground on which delay was asked was that it 
would throw white teachers out of work. This 


‘eed not be so, because there are thirteci 


white vacancies to be filled today, and the 
committee has in its power to give the ladics 
in Summer Hill school places in the white 
BChools. 

Mr. N. J. Hammond objected to whereases 
in resoluions. He was not in favor of colored 
teachers -for colored schools: heretofore, and :

move to amend by simply saying that colored 
teachers be employed for colored schools. 

This amendment was agreed to by a vote of 
six to seven, Mr. Hammond voting for it.

Mr. Moran’s motion, thus amended, then 
came up and the vote stood: | . 

Yeas—Messrs. Smith, Coopér, Hemphill, 


Lowry and Moran. 


Nays—Messrs. Roach, Beatie, Mayer, 
Blanchard and Glenn. 
Not voting—Messrs. Hammond and Rawson. 
This left the vote five to five—a tie—and 


two not voting. 


Senator Brown, on announcing the vote, 


said: 

“The chair votes aye, too, and the resolution 
that colored teachers shall be employed here- 
after is passed.’’ \ 

Mr. Hemphill moved that as this resolution 
put out a number of white teachers, that the 
committee retire so as to r¢-arrange the list’ 
When that body returned, it was found that it 
had only made a place for one of the eight. la 
dies who had _ been selected. for Summer Hill 
school, and right there the €ommittee got into 
hot water, for the result at the close of the 
election showed several radical changes. 

THE CALHOUN STREET SCHOOL, 

During the proceedings heretofore noted, 
acommittee of prominent gentlemen from 
Calhoun street. district were admitted, and 
made a strong appeal for the election of Mrs. 
Echols as principal of Calhoun street school. 
When the nominations for that school were 
reached it was found that the committee on 
teachers had agreed on the name of Mr. J C. 
Harris, of Marietta. 

Mr. Moran moved that the committee's re- 
port be amended by inserting the name of Mrs. 
Harriett Russell Echols. He said that when 
the question of electing a female principal was 
up before, the question was raised that such 
positions were not filled by women throughout 
the country, and could not be. To settle the 
question, he had written to many state super- 
intendents of education, and would read some 
of the replies. In Massachusetts women were 
employed as principals in all the smaller and 
many of the larger cities. In New York fe- 
male principals of full grade ward schools had 
given great satisfaction, and two women 
were members of the New York city 
board of education, where they did 
splendid service. In Ohio, such cities as Cleve- 
land, Toledo, etc., had female principals. In 
Lilinois they were not only principals, but such 
cities as Bloomington, Rockdale and others, 
had female superintendents of education, 
‘‘and,’’ waites the state commissioner, ‘‘they 
give the greatest satisfaction.” ‘“Therefore,”’ 
contmued Mr. Moran, “I am in favor of the 
election of Mrs. Echols to the principalship of 
Calhoun street school. She is worthy as well 
as competent, and asa tribute to her zeal in 
bringing up the school to its present status, she 
should, even if it isan innovation, be honored 
With the place of principal.’ 

The ballot was then taken, and resulted: 
Echols, 7; Harris, 5. So Mrs. Echols was 
elected. 

2efore the result was announced, but when 
it was fully known, Mr. David Mayer arose and 
moved that if the result was favorable to.Mrs. 
Echols that the salary should be fixed at 
$1,000. 

Mr. Moran instantly objected to this, and in- 
sisted that the lady should have the full fruits 
of her victory, which was $1,410 per year. 

Mr. Hoke Smith also insisted that the sal- 
ary should not be reduced. If Mrs. Echols 
could do the work, then she should ‘have the 
salary. 

Mr. Mayer, however, insisted, and on a vote, 
which was a tie, President Brown voted for 
the salary of $1,000.

Miss P. Hutchison 
passed the highest examination ever made In 
Atlanta. Miss Eva Prather, the accomplished 


daughter of Colonel John SS. Prather, 
is a graduate of the

If Mithridates liked hunting so well that 
for seven years he never went in-doors, what 
enthusiasin ought we to have who are hunting 
for immortal souls!

A Georgia Historian. 
From the Springfield Republican. 

Dr. William Bacon Stevens, Protestant Epis- 
copal bishop of Pennsylvania, died at Philadelphia 
yesterday atthe age of 72. He was both a pulpit 
orator anda man ‘of letters. Union college made 
him an LL. D. in recognition of his historical re- 
searches, and his high rank in his denomination 
was by common consent a fitting tribute’ to his 
genius. Bishop Stevens was born at Bath, Me, and 
he studied at Phillips academy, Andover, and in 
the medica] department of Dartmouth eollege*Then 
he turned his attentiofi to theology, was ordained 
an Episcopal priest in 1844, but accepted the position 
of literature and moral philosophy in the university 
of Georgia. He had previously been appointed state 
historian, and edited the Georgian historieal collec- 
tion. He finally came north, became rector of St. 
Andrew’s church at Philadelphia in 1848, assistant 
bishop of Pennsylvania in 1862, and bishop in 1865, 
From 1868 to 1874 Bishop Stevens had charge of the 
American Episcopal churehes in Europe, He 
preached in Westminster abbey the 177th anniver- 
sary sermon of the society for g the Gos- 
pélin Foreign Ports. As to his literary efforts, his 
“History of Georgia” is a standard work, and the 
“History of the Protestant Episcopal Church in 
America,’’ in two volumes, quite recently published 
he edited, and many of the best chapters were ywrit-’ 
ten by him.

Ata bull fightoutside Saregossa the other 
day, after two bulls had been dispatched without 
any special incident, the third, an animal named 
Salado, jumped overthe barrier into the amphi- 
theater, crushing an old man and a lad of eighteen. 
It would be difficult to give an adequate descrip- 
tion of the panic and tnmult which ensued. The 
whole of the spectators jumped to their feet. Inthe 
twinkling of an eye the space around the bull was 
vacated, and the crowd rushed into a corner, trying 
to protect itself by means of planks and sticks from 
his expected charge. 

The bull made a desperate rush fora young girl, 
who witha shriek, fell to the ground, but one of the 
torreadors, with great presence of mind, trailed a 
red cloth in the path, and thus diverted his atten- 
tion from the girl, who was dragged unconscious to 
a place of safety.

| Blood Will Tell.

That the criminal class in large cities should 
be maintained by the principle of heredity was to 
be expected. But that a hereditary inclination to 
commit murder should display itself through three 
geticrations of a family in a sparsely settled country 
district Of Virginia seems an anomaly in criminal 
history. Parker Lucas, of Giles county, Va., who 
was convicted last week of killing John Bailey, a 
neighbor and former friend, is the fourth member of 
the oldest and largest family in the county to com- 
mit murder and will doubtless be the third one to 
hang for the crime. His grandfather, Jerry Lucas, 
during the war of 1812, became criminaHy intimate 
with the wife of an absent soldier, and on the re- 
turn of the latter beat his brains out with a club. He 
was hung for the crime in 1814. Dave Lueas, an- 
other member of the family, was guilty of four sep- 
arate murders before the hangman made a finish of 
his killing career, June 24, 1842. John Lucas, a 
brother of Dave, killed a cousin, but escaped hang- 
ing, being sent to the penitentiary. It is extremely 


fortunate that this killing propensity has developed 


itself in only a single strain of the family blood: If 
all the Lucases in Giles county had been as murder- 
ous the county would have been a howling desert 
long ago.

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“THE COMING CHIEFS. 


A Large Number of Fire Chiefs 
Will be in Atlanta 


WHEN THE CONVENTION ASSEMBLES 


In September—Chief Joyner Returns From 
New York and Reports Excgilent Pros- 
pects for a Large Exhibition. 


Chief Joyner, of the Atlanta fire depart- 
ment, returned yesterday afternoon from an 
extended northern trip. 

Chief Joyner left the city on the 13th of 
June and arrived in New York on the 16th in- 
stant. He remained there one week, and re- 
turned home by way of Cincinnati, staying 
several days in the queen city of the west. 

A CONSTITUTION reporter saw the chief last 
night and asked him about bis trip. 

A SUCCESSFUL JOURNEY. 

“Tecould not have had a more successful 
trip,’’ answered the chief, “for every man I 
approached upon the subject gave the most 
comforting assurances in regard to his coming 
and his intentions, My object primarily, was 


to meet the executive committee of the asso-. 


ciation, and perfect arrangements for the an- 
nual convention in September. We arranged 
everything most satisfactorily. Iam confident 
that the convention which will convene here 
on tlie 20th day of September will 
be the largest convention of fire chiefs ever 
held in the United States. Four hundred 
chiefs and their wives and daughters will be 
here. This number does not include the num- 
ber from ths south, fer at present there are 
but very few fire chiefs inthe south who are 
members of the association. There are only 
two in Georgia. The convention is very anx- 
ious to enroll the names of the southern chiefs, 
and to that end have authorized me to say that 
every man who will join the association in 
Atlanta will be taken in without an initiation 
fee. Theonly expense he will have to bear 
will be the five dollars yearly dues, which each 
member is assessed for the current expenses.” 
THE FEELING TOWARDS THE SOUTH. 

“The people of the north feel especially 
kind towards Georgia and the south. ‘This 
flag business is the work of the politicians and 
the business.men of the north are disgusted 
and mortified that a lot of time-serving mén, 
for purely political purposes, should have en- 
deavored to disturb the pleasant relations be- 
tween the two sections. I was assured that 
the sentiments contained in the newspapers 
were not theirs, and the business men de- 
clared that they disliked te talk about it, for 
whenever they remembered the foolish. be- 
havior of the politicians in the matter, it 
made them mad. 

“The south is on a boom up north. It is 
the section of country that is most genera 
talked of now. Business men are trying fo 
cultivate the good wishes of the people, and 
feel that in everything that looks towards 


great and surprising development in the fu- - 


ture, tye south is the section that will show up 
to the best advantage. But about my success. 
It eyen surprised me. 

A HOST OF EXHIBITORS. 

The number of exhibitors at the convention 
will be unusually large. Every manufacturer 
I saw intends to send an agent, and ship a large 
lot of samples. We will have from four tosix 
fire engines from different manufacturers, hook 
and ladder trucks, reels, chemical engines, 
hundreds of feet of hose, patent ladders, patent 
couplings, patent nozzles, patent improve- 
ments of all sorts and kinds. Even the man- 
ufacturers of firemen’s badges, hats, clothes, 
shoes, belts, will be here. Exhibits of harness, 
of tools, lanterns, buckets, and in fact, every 
conceivable article used in the equipment of a 
first class department will be on hand. The 
reason is this: The south is the only section of 
the country that the manufacturers of fire ap- 

aratus have not completely worked. They 

now that a large ficld is open to them, and 
believing the convention will be a success, they 
are coming down prepared to show off to the 
best advantage. 

‘‘And they are going todo more, they intend 
to remain over to the Piedmont exposition, and 
make their exhibits'there also. My candid 
opinion is that the display of machinery and 
improvements at the convention will result in 
great good to thesouth. 

HELP OUR OWN FIREMEN. 

And that is the reasan, I want as many south- 
ern firemen to be presentas it is possible to 
get here. The deliberations of the convention 
will be publie, and the exhibits wlil be open to 
the inspection of every one. A chief of a de- 

artment can come here, and see spread out 

efore him every article needed in a first-class 
department from an engine down to a patent 
nozzle. It willdohim more good than ten 
trips north, for here he will have everything 
that is needful and necessary 
right before his eye, andl will 
not have to run from place to place look- 
ing up things and perhaps failing altogether to 
secure some necessary inprovement, for the 
reason that he is not aware of its existence. I 
want the chiéfs of every southern department 
to be present, and I want the mayor and coun- 
cilmen of villages and towns that have no 
regularly organized departments, to come and 
see for themselves. The displays will take in 
village apparatus also, and will contain small 
engines, reels, and trucks suitable for small 
places. Ifa representative southern delega- 
tion can be secured, afew years will show the 
wonderful benefit sucha visit will accom- 
plish. 

THE CONVENTION'S WORK. 

‘The convention will assemble on the 20th of 
September. The meetings will take place in 
the Kimball house ball room,and the delegates 
will be entertained by that hotel. The first 
two days will be devoted entirely to work. The 
convention will listen to different addresses 
from prominent chiefs on different subjects, as 
for instance the use of fire boats in a city like 
Boston, or the necessity for inspection in a 
city like Atlanta. I will make a talk upon the 
last tonic, for I have been requested to do so, 
inasmuch as Atlanta is the only southern city 
that has this inspection. Prominent § insur- 
ance men will address the con- 
vention upon important topics, as 
the value of property in the United States un- 
der the protection of paid departments. Mr. 
Clarence Knowles, president of the Southeasi- 
erm Tariff Association, will be among the insur- 
ance men who will talk to the convention. 
The first two days will be devoted entirely to 
work, and no foolishness is carried on in the 
convention. The men are assembled for their 
own good andimprovement, and if there is a 
body in the country that talks sense, it is the 

‘ Asssciation of Fire Chiefs. 
HOW THEY WILL BE AMUSED. 

“One day will be givento the exhibitors, 
aud the various contests showing the excel- 
lence of the different machines will be very 
interesting. Of course each manufacturer will 
do his best, for his success will mean an in- 
creased trade. The southern chiefs will here 
have an excellent opportunity to see the prac- 
tical benefit of the various machines. 

After the§exhibitors get through, I intend 
to get aspecial train and carry the convention 
and their guests to the top of Kennesaw 
Mountain, and treat them to an old fashioned 
barbecue after the Georgia style. This will 
please the northern visitors who will have an 
Dpportunity to visit some of the most historic 
War scenery inthe south. The noxt~ after- 
noon carriages will be provided and the dele- 
gates will be carried to.eyery point of interest 
in the city, and all over it. Whenever the 
business is over, we. will give 
them fun and enjoyment, — but 
the convention wants todo its work first.” 

WHAT CHIEF JOYNER WANTS. 
“What I am especially anxious toa accom- 
lish is the presence of the southern chiefs. 
The south outside of a few cities is far behind 
in the equipment of its fire departments. The 
exhibit at the convention will enlarge the 
ideas and broaden the views of all those who 
are present. It° will do great good to the 
south, and Iam very anxious that the news 
should get abroad that the convention wants 
to enrol] southern members, and in order to 
accomplish it, offer special inducements, and 
even if they do not care to join, we want them 
to come and see the splendid exhibit. The im- 
pressions that will be made will bear fruit in im- 
agen g the departments throughout the state.

THE AFRICAN “BOERS.” 


What Mr. Catdon Has to Say About Some Pe- 
cular People Described in ‘‘Jess.’’ 


engineer and expert, who was in Atlanta some 


account of the Kimbley mining fields, is again 
in the city. Since that interview he has} been 
north, in the interest of some mining compa- 
nies, and will today, in company with several 
Atlanta gentlemen, leave for western North 
Carolina to inspeet the talc mine owned by the 
Atlanta Tale and Scapstone Mining? company. 
On yesterday a CONSTITUTION reporter who 
was talking with him, held in his hand the 
patent outside of a country newspaper in 
Which Rider Haggard’s story, ‘‘dess,’’ was 
running. Mr. Caldon sawthe head and re- 
marked : 

“tam very familiar with the country in 
which that scene is swppesed to be laid. Eight 
or nine years of my life was passed amid the 
scenes that are narrated in that book.” 

“Is the country truthfully deseribed and the 
manners and customs of the people faithfully 
narrated ? 

‘*‘In the main, yes, Haggard spent several years 
in South Africa, in Transvaal, the free state, 
Natal, Zululand, and Cape Town colony, col- 
lecting the materials for this and other books. 
- fle describes the country well and truthfully, 
but tome, he seems to have overlooked the 
most interesting topic.’ 

“And what is that?” 

“The Boers and their manner of life. A 
Boer is an interesting study as that he is so 
much like aman in outward appearance, and 
yet in manners and thought he is so near akin 
toa brute. It is ahout the lowest order of civ- 
ilization that you can find. One step lower, 
and it would become barbarism. 

‘A Boer 4s generally ajheavy,stout well made 
sort of a fellow, about as much of an animal 
as amancan get to be. He is. coarse, cruel, 
and from one standpoint unnatural. He has 
no ideas beyond those that pertain merely to 
the keeping togetherof body andsoul. When 
he gets up in the morning his one thought is 
something to eat; when his appetite is satis- 
tied, he immediately proceeds to go about the 
work that tends to produce for hima noonday 
meal, and soit goeson. LTating, drinking and 
sleeping isabout the sum and substance of a 
Boer’s life. 

“Their habits are extremely filthy, their 
houses not being as clean as an ordinary 
stable. When a stranger goes to a house to 
spend the night, the first preparation made to- 
wards supper is the washing of hands. The 
old Boer washes his first, and so on the opera- 
tion, goces.on until all have finished. the same 
water and towel used by the first Boer satisfy- 
ing those that foHow him. Their other habits 
are on a par with this. The women are ugly, 
slovenly and decidedly unattractive. They 
are not calculated to inspire any one except a 

soer with the tender passion. The natives, 
Kaftirs, thoroughly detest the Boers, and 
would exterminate them if they were able. 
The detestation and hate is due principally. to 
the uniform cruelty with which the Boers 
treat them.’’ 

The church bells “were ringing, and the 
chime perhaps caused the following incident 
to be recalled by Mr. Caldon. 

‘One of ithe strangest sights I ever saw was 
in south A frica,when the bishop of Pretoria one 
Sunday afternoon denied the inspiration of the 
New Testament.

The bishop was 
afterwards taken to England and tried by the 
Ecelesiastes for blasphemy and heresy. Noth- 
ing was done with him, but his position spli 
the church in the African country, the seced- 
ers withdrawing from the cathedral and erect- 
ing another one in a different part of the 
town.”’ 

Mr. Caldon is an interesting talker and 
seems to possess full information concerning 
South Africa as weilles other interesting por- 
tions of the world.
